ing taken for the punishEient by the 
Mexican goverrment: also if indemnity 
acd apology to the United States gov- 
ernment should not be made.

amendment, was referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign relations. 


Among the bills introduced and ap- 
propriately referred was one by Mr. Ed- 
munds, relative to the eight hour law. 
He said the bill related to letter carriers' 
hours of labor. 
Those hours seemed to 
be really in excess of what human na- 
ture could endnre.

A SOLDLEK'S DEATH. 


Memorable Scenes in the Life of 
Gen. W. S. Hancock. 


House Where He Was Borii—The White 
Horseman of Gettysburg—The 
Fighting General—ii is Last 
Headq uarters - —Mrs. 
Hancock. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—The early age at 
which so many of the generals on both sides 
in the late 'wafliave died is an Impressive 
fact 
Within six months of one another 
Grant, McClellan and Hancock have sdl de- 
parted from among the Uving. 
Grant waa 
63. 
McClellan was the youngest of all, be- 
ing not yet 59 years old. 
Hancock would 
have been 63 if he had lived till Valentine's 
day. All three were men of deep chest and 
strong physique. In the ordinary 
course 
men of their build, having reached 55, 
should have 
continued to live till they 
were 70 or more. 
Yet they are gonew 
It 
shows 
how 
the 
fierce 
excite- 
ments and wasting anxieties of the war 
years told on them and un;lerinined const^ 
tutions that, in Gen. Hancock's case a t 
least, seemed of iron. 
He was six feet two 
inches in height, and weighe(i»at the time he 
was candidate for president, in 1880. 240 
pounds. When a boy he was a large, strong- 
framed, good-tempered lad. He kept all 
three characteristics as long as he lived. 
Two, at leist, of the three generals men- 
tioned—Grant and Hancock—died of dis- 
eases that are apt to be engendered by long- 
continued anxiety and strain on the nervous 
systeno. 


his horse he rode slowly and coolly back up 
the front of the line from left to right. 
Every soldier's heart stopped beating, for 
ihis seemed 'almost certain death to the gen- 
«•ral. But he escaped unharmed. 
Ha rode 
trom end to end of tbe line amid the blue 
buUets, holding his hat in his hand, bowing 
a,nd smiling to his soldiers as they lay updu 
the ground. It was an act of splendid courage. 


The daring deed of their general inspired 
the soldiers with some of his dash and fear- 
lessness. 
They fought like tig-rs from that 
moment and turned the. tide of battle to 
victory. Hancock was mounted upon a white 
horse when he rode down the line that fate- 
ful day. Everywhere during the battl e after- 
ward he was seen ridioz hither and thither 
upon his white steed, like the tw n horse- 
men Castor and Pollux in tfacaulav's "Lays

He was a great field soldier, literally the 
Hero of almost a hundred battles. 
Late ia 
the last day at Gettysburg, after having led 
his men to victory, he himself was danger- 
Busly wounded. 
It was months before he 
recovered sufficiently to take the field again.

Some yeai-s ago the general and his twin 
brother, Hilary, built a cosily burial vault 
at Norristown. 


Most of the Hancock family are buried 
there. 
The general's body was laid Leside 
that of his father. The Hancock s do not 
seem to be a long-lived raca 
The general 
himself has no living children. 
His beauti- 
ful daughter Ada, who died nine years ago, 
18 yeai-s old, is buried at Norristown. The 
grave of his only son, Rus-ell. who died two 
years ago, aged 33, is at St. Louis. 
There 
are living three grandchildren, two daugh- 
ters and one sou. of Russell Hancock. The 
son Gwynne, the general's favorite grand- 
child, was with him when he died. The 
"Allie' and "Myra," whose names were the 
last words the dying man pronounced, were 
his niece, wife of Lieut. Eugene GI iffin, and 
his wife, Almii-a Hus ell Hancock. 


He had been badly wounded once before, at 
Fredericksburg, in 1863. His horse was shot 
under him at Chancellorsville. and again at 
Ream's station in 1864. He was par ex- 
cellence our fighting generaL

Death of John B. Gough.

PHiiiADELPHiA, Feb. 19.—John B. 
Gough, the eloquent temperance lectur- 
er, died at 4:40 last evening, at the resi- 
dence of Dr. R. Bruce Burns, in Frank- 
ford, where he was taken on Monday 
night when stricken with paralysis while 
lecturing at the Frankford Presbyterian 
church. 
His wife was at the bedside 
when he died. 
There were also present 
Mrs. Eidge, his sister, Mrs. Burns and 
two nieces, Misses Mary and Fanny 
Whitcomb, Mr. J. Wannamaker, Rev. 
Thomas Murphy and Mrs. Jacob Wag- 
ner. It was recalled to-day that the last 
words spoken by Mr. Gough were' 'Young 
man, make your record clean." John 
B. Gough waa born at Sandgate, Keut 
county, England, August 22, 1817. In 
1829 he emigrated to New York and 
there learned the trade of book binder. 
Associating with the dissolute of his 
class h e fell into habits of intemperance. 
In October, 1842, he was induced to at- 
tend a temperance meeting. 
Here he 
took the pledge of total abstinence and 
soon began to publicly advocate the 
principle. 
His reputation as an orator 
spread throughout the United States 
and Canadas and reached 
England. 
There his fame was firm and he wrote 
several books on his favorite topic.

I have lately talked and materially dif- 
fered with Judge liOwry on the subject 
of the power weilded by the press in 
making 
and 
unmaking 
publicists. 
Though myself a journalist and very 
much in love with my profession, he was 
disposed to ascribe to it the largest po- 
tency. To avoid individual comparisons, 
which however faithful and happy, are 
never satisfactory, I will merely write 
that Judge Lowry, more than any other 
congressman, impresses me as a person 
of vast reserve for« e, who to every duty 
carries more than a mere sufficiency of 
ability. 
I do not wish to be understood 
as meaning that he will always be suc- 
cessful—^no man can have every thing 
his own way either in Logansport or 
Washington—but his opponent in de- 
bate or any work, has got to divest him- 
self not only of eubterfnge, but of fictiftn 
and build his cause upon the solid ma- 
sonry of truth. 
That, and that aione, 
either in jurisprudence or journalism, in 
any man's daily walk and conversation, 
is what I denominate genius—ability to 
discover the truth. 
The greatest law- 
yers are not always succes^t•ul in win- 
ning suits, but their service consists 
iu compelling "counsel on the other side" 
to practice law. 
Wisdom avoids or de- 
clines undertaking anything that does 
not disclose at least a reasonable hope 
for ultimate triumph. ' 'As we stepped up 
to the bar," wrote the delicious Artettus 
Ward, "we were grobsly insulted. 
We 
turned to smite the iusulter, but seeing 
he was bigger than we were we forgave 
him " 
In that there is not only human 
nature, but very much of what we rapt- 
urously term "horse sense." 
Judge 
Lowry usually gets there for the reason 
that he does not wrestle with the abso- 
lute nor struggle with the inevitable. 
Caution seems to be the most prominent 
bump in the phrenological development 
of such persons as have remained longest 
in public life. 


Bynum says in his eulogy of Hen- 
dricks: "He was sometimes criticised 
for the want of positive ideas—for not 
employing bolder words in defense of 
his principles. 
A more unjust criticism 
was never made, 
Caution is no more 
cowardice than rashness is bravery." 


In the course of 
the conversation 
Judge Lowry said: "Newspapers create 
opinion." 
I once held fast to the faith, 
but have out-lived it; it is altogether 
contrary to my more mature experience. 
Opinion, in the present state of society, 
is a growth wholly independent of the 
press. 
The public mind is remorsely ju- 
dicial, and tLe journal ignorant of this 
will get left. 
In my time I have told a 
mile of lies for the press—solid nonpariel 
—fully two and one-half miles, if padded 
out like a ditch notice in the coon- 
belt. 
But I have reversed my tactics, 
and whj'? For the simple reason that I 
discovered it an unprofitable investment. 
But for this new revelation I would of 
course have been lying yet. A journalist, 
however versatile and adroit, can not 
controvert 'acts. 
A web of fiction was 
never so ingeniously woven as to exclude 
verity. Truth prevails among the angels, 
but It i» not indigenous to this earth and 
comes iu a less quantity than the gentle 
dew from heaven. Given a chance, dog- 
fennel and "jimson" weeds would grow, 
but corn and tobacco have to be culti- 
vated. 
Man is a reasoning animal, and 
it lays far beyoud the scope of an editor's 
or reporter's possibilities to permanently 
mystify the masses. 
If temporarily mis- 
led, a dangerous reaction occurs. 
I ad- 
mit that falsehood travels like a light- 
ning express, while truth proceeds at on- 
ly a Huail's pace. 


A Fort Wayne paper had copied a 
Washington telegram saying: W ise made 
a tire-eatmg speech, which so eleciritied, 
enraptured and delighted Lowry, that 
he, in the mad ecstacy of secession ap- 
proval, caught the ardent southerner in 
hiii arms.
